The camp location committee is 
composed of one representative 
from each of the 24 counties Jay 
Young of Boyd county is chair¬ 
man. of the location comnlittt I 
Morgan county's representative is 
Rev. Raymond Hemphill of Wrig- 
ley. Elliott's representative is 
Carl Redwine 

The committee already has in¬ 
spected a number of proffered 
sites for the new camp in adjoin¬ 
ing counties, but has left the in¬ 
spection of the two sites in Mor¬ 
gan until the morning of the 
meeting. 

Sites offered in Morgan are on 
the farm of Rc\ J. Ryan Nevius 
on the head of Grassy Creek and 
on the farm of Ruth Bros, in tne 
Rube Woods section near Mussel 
Shoals. 

The committee also has been 
offered a number of sites in El¬ 
liott county and in Floyd near 
Dewey Lake. 

Morgan and Elliott are near the 
center of the 24-county area. The 
new area camp will be construct¬ 
ed to reptare a number of smaller 
district camps. When built, the 
camp will be in use most of the 
summer, with 4-H club members 
of one county using the camp one 
week, another county the next, 
and so on 

Morgan county, being near the 
center of the area and having 
surfaced roads to the proposed 
sites and also having hospital, 
telephone and electric facilities, 
is believed to have a good chance 
to have the camp located here

THE NITRIFY REFERENDUM 
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The U. S. Department of Agriculture has an¬ 
nounced the referendum on cutting burley quotas 
will be conducted between April 20 and 25th. 

With 3*4 years’ supply of burley in storage 
and consumption falling, quick action is needed 
so farmers can regulate their acreage according 
to estimated needs. Tobacco commences to rot 
after three years in storage, and some burley 
has been in storage 3 l i years. Production must 
be cut in order to save the price-support program. 

Acreage cuts will hurt. But as bad as the 
cuts are, they will be preferable to losing price- 
supports and quota allotments. If the program 
is voted out, growers will be at the mercy of 
tobacco companies that already have too much 
tobacco in storage. As Senator Barkley said, 
“economic collapse would result” in burley states. 

But the bill enacted by Congress and placed 
before the growers to ratify, has other provi¬ 
sions. We think two sections of the bill are 
worth all the sacrifices called for in the cuts. 
We refer to the sections that eliminate growing 
excess poundage and eliminating red card acre¬ 
age as a basis of qualifying for new allotments 
the next year. Growers in several states outside 
the historic burley belt have used red card acre¬ 
age to get new bases, and burley growing has 
spread to 18 states. The bill thus will help the 
little Kentucky grower. 

Morgan growers should be reminded that if 
they want to vote out the program, there are 
many other states that want any burley allot¬ 
ments Kentucky might lose if they vote the pro¬ 
gram out. 


There is a legend, says Carroll Bradford Mer¬ 
ritt in the April Reader's Digest, that at the time

"Because of your regret and pity for My suf¬ 
fering. never again shall the dogwood tree grow 
large enough to be used as a cross. Henceforth 
it shall be slender and bent and twisted and its 
blossoms shall be in the form of a cross—two 
long and two short petals. And in the center of 
the outer edge of each petal there will be nail 
prints, brown with rust, and in the center of the 
flower will be a crown of thorns, and all who 
see it will remember.”

Arley Hayes is a product of hi sown philosophy. 

He lives in Hi Hat. Kentucky, and he 
believes that people there can develop indus¬ 
tries themselves—if they want them enough. 
He believes this because he has developed an 
industry himself. 

Two years ago. he was in the business of 
selling automobile parts. Like a lot of people, 
he was having a hard time. But he had an idea

that, with some help, he could make steel 
bodies for coal trucks. He believed he could 
make them for less money. 

He gathered some workers and put up 
$6,000 for operating capital. The Hayes 
Metal Products Company was then in business. 

Today Arley Hayes' company manufactures 
truck bodies, steel playground equipment and 
steel tanks. There are I 3 men in his regular 


work force and during rush periods there's 
a night shift of three additional men. 

''We hope to be able to expand our opera¬ 
tions as soon as we get more facilities," 
Arley Hayes said recently. “We would like 
to set up an assembly line operation on truck 
bodies and further diversify our operations.” 

The new company's business—only an idea 
two years ago—was in the neighborhood of 
$100,000 during 1954.

ation where we'll have no sur¬ 
plus.’* 

Barkley recalled that his grand¬ 
father came from North Carolina, 
that his father was born in Ten¬ 
nessee. and he himself in Ken¬ 
tucky, the oldest of eight chil¬ 
dren 

"I know aboi t large families 
and small* farms in all those 
places," Barkley said. Tobacco 
is a hard crop to grow—the hard¬ 
est. I can remember the pitifully 
small prices the grower received 
for a crop that, as they used to 
say, takes 13 months out of every 
12 to raise 

“I remember when burley sold 
for 5 cents a pound, and I saw 
it sell under this (the present) 
program at from 50 to 60 cents a 
pound. Nothing more tragic could 
happen to the grower than to lose 
this program.” 

Clements said: "I am convinced 
this bill will provide an equitable 
basis for a continuation of our 
fine tobacco program, witnoul 
this legislation, the major por¬ 
tion of any future reduction would 
have been taken by growers in 
Kentucky. This will provide a 
fair reduction among all states 
growing burley tobacco.” 

Allotments above the present 
.7-of-an-acre minium could not 
be cut more than 15 per cent. 
A 10 per cent cut has already 
been put on 1955 acres and this 
would bring the total cut to 25 
per cent. 

The other sections provide for 

1. An increase pentlty for 
marketing "red-card” tobacco 
grown in excess of the growers’ 
quota. The penalty, now 50 per 
cent of the previous year, would 
be raised tp 75 per cent. 

2. Prevention of any burley 
acerage harvested in excess of 
alloted acerage from being added 
to next year's allotment 

3. Penalization of any grower 
falsely reporting on his acerage j 
grown. The amount falsely re¬ 
ported would be cut out of his 
next year’s allotment. 

Approval of the bills in the | 
referendum requires a two-thirds i 
majority vote by the growers, j 
Failure to approve means there 
will be no support pi ice for 
burley.
